V/hen the balloon broke its bonds it 


sailed away in a southerly direction. 
South of Redwood City it struct an- 
other air currents which took it to- 
ward the ocean over the summit of the 
coast range. About 19 miles from La- 
honda, and six miles from Pescadero, 
is Beatty Thomson's place. Thomson 
was up and out when the balloon carae 
along. 
The grappling hook slipped 


through the trees and raked 
along 


brushy patches of .ground. 
By this 


time much of the gas had been let out 
of the balloon and the pow«r was weak. 
When 
it 
came 
within 
Thomson's 


reach he grasped it and bove down 
with all his weight This stopped me 
flight. Soon the balloon was brought 
to the ground, and the overjoyed pas- 
sengers and aeronaut alighted and 
tcoic supper with Thomson. 


A. L. Dodge, one of the passengers, 


describing the trip, said the balloon 
first started toward Oakland, and af- 
ter circling about for a time drifted 
southward, and became stationary for 
a short period. Then in response to 
a breeze from the eastward it sailed 
over the San> Mateo hills and stood far 
out over the ocean. The hearts of all 
the occupants of the wicker cage were 
filled -with fear as the prospect of be- 
ing dumped into the ocean stared them 
in the 
face. 
Twice, according to 


Dodge's story, the 
balloon dipped 


close to the water, but rose each time 
to a considerable altitude. Finally a 
breeze from the sea caught the balloon 
and carried It back over the land, and 
after dragging the" case through the 
tops of a grove ot trees, landed it on a 
hillside uix miles from Pescadero. 


"It was a terrible experience," said 


Dodge, "and I would not undergo the 
same adventure again for any consid- 
eration. Everybody was more or less 
shaky, while the; woman passenger 
and two or three of th» m<»n were so 
sick they sat In s the bottom ot toe
